Wednesday Evening, July 5, 1950 
Subject: "THE GARDEN OF LIFE" 


Speaker; Dr. Samuel Macaulay Lindsay 


Scripture: John 19:38-2 


Joseph of Arimathea was a country lad who came to Jerusalem from the 


little village of Arimathea. 


honor, and a high social position. 
such as few men had in old Jerusalem. 


In the great metropolis he achieved wealth, 
He loved the beautiful and had a garden 


In this garden he built a tomb, for 


he had determined that when he died his body would not be buried in Gehenna, 
but would lie among the flowers which he loved. The scriptures also tell 
us that he was a disciple of Jesus, but "secretly for fear of the Jews". 


One day, while walking in his garden, the shadow of the cross fell over 
his pathway and he learmed that Jesus had been crucified on Mount Calvary. 


Then the man soul within Joseph awakened. 


Courageously he went to Pontius 


Pilate and asked permission to take the body of Jesus from the cross and 

bury Him in his own tomb. In doing so, he jeopardized his life and fortune. 
Pilate gave him permission. With the help of Nicodemus he took the body of 
Jesus from the cross, carried Him into the garden and buried Him in his own 


tomb. 


Standing in the shadow of the cross, Joseph learned that he was the 
steward and not the owner of the garden. That day he consecrated to Christ 
all that he had, and ever since he has been an example of stewardship. 


When William Booth heard the story of the crucifixion of Christ ina 
Wesleyan Church in Nottingham, England, he accepted Christ as his Saviour, 


and said: 


"God can have all there is of William Booth". Through William 


Booth's act of dedication the Salvation Army was born, which has been like 


the hand of God in a needy world. 


Christian stewardship means that we recognize that God has entrusted 
us with certain things for which we must account to Christ. Among these 
are time, talents, influence and wealth. | 


There are four boxes in the safety deposit vault of Life. 


I. The Box of Selfishness 

I kept all my wealth -- and I 
mourn my loss; 

. For gold, in a skeleton hand, 
turns to dross. 

Love, friendship, and gratitude 
might I have bought, 

But I kept my wealth till. it 
mouldered to naught. 


II. The Box of Pleasure

Subject: "LIFE CAN BE INTENSELY SATISFYING" 
Speaker: Dr. Samuel Macaulay Lindsay 
Scripture: Luke ):1)-22 


Text: "Come unto Me, all ye that labor and are heavy laden, and I will 
* give you rest. Take My yoke upon you and learn of Me; for I am meek 
and lowly in heart: and ye shall find rest unto your souls. For 
My yoke is easy, and my burden is light." —~ Matthew 11:28-30 


When his son graduated from high school, a Boston business man gave him 
a New Testament, on the front page of which he wrote: 

"Little lad, God expects you to find life intensely satisfying. It will 
be so if you will become a pupil in the school of Christ and learn from Him 
the secret of joyful living." 

If we are going to find life intensely satisfying, we must turn to the 
New Testament and learn what the sources of satisfaction were in the life of 
Christ. 

1. Jesus found church attendance to be a source of satisfaction. 

He came to Nazareth, where He had been brought up, and as His 
custom was, He went to the synagogue on the Sabbath Day." 
——-Luke ):1) 
2. Jesus found friendship to be a source of satisfaction. 
"A friend of publicans and sinners." --Luke 7:3) 
3. Jesus found service for others to be a source of satisfaction. 
Wist ye not that I must be about my Father's business?" 
--Luke 2:9 
"My father worketh hitherto, and I work." --John 5:17 
"T finished the work Thou gavest me to do." --John 17: 


4. Jesus found faith in the ultimate triumph of righteousness to be 
a source of satisfaction. 


"IT beheld Satan as lightning fall from heaven." --Luke 10:18 
5. Jesus found sacrifice for others to be a source of satisfaction. 


"For this is my blood of the New Covenant which was shed for 
many for the remission of sins." -—-Matthew 26:28 


If we will enter into the school of Christ and learn how He lived and 
go forth to live as He lived, we will find life to be intensely satisfying. 


Friday Morning, July 7 
Subject: "THE HANDS OF CHRIST" 


Speaker: Dr. Samuel Macaulay Lindsay 
"And Jesus said, 'Thomas, behold my hands!" 


Scripture: 


--John 20:27 


There is a statue of Christ outside a Lutheran Church in Frankfort, 
Germany. During the war the hands of the Christ were blown off by a bomb 
which destroyed the church. The church has been rebuilt but nothing has been 
done to restore the lost hands of Christ. Il have a photograph of the Christ 


without hands. 


The hands of Christ revealed the gentleness of God to mothers and their 
children. His hands revealed the sympathy of God when they touched the 
shoulder of the leper. His hands were the channel through which the power of 
God flowed into the lifeless body of Jairus'! daughter. His bleeding hands on 
the cross manifested the love of God for sinful humanity. 


The gospel can be expressed in two simple sentences. 


ae What will you do with the hands of Christ? 
be. What will you do with your hands for Christ? 


Today I will take the hands of Christ for my salvation, and dedicate my 


hands to His service. 


Here are two poems which express this sentiment which challenges us to 


use our hands in service for Christ. 


LIKE YOU 


If all the others came like you, 


Would there seldom be a vacant pew? 


Or would the opposite be true, 
If all the others came like you? 


If all the others gave like you, 
Then how much giving would your 
Church do?

Friday Evening, July 7 
Subject: "MEN WHO SAID YES TO GOD" (A synopsis) 
Speaker: Dr. Francis C. Stifler 


God is continually saying incredible things to men, asking them to 
match themselves with standards that man naturally shrinks from, asking 
them to do things that, to the world around them seem unnatural, and un- 
necessary, requiring of them that they take risks that appear useless and 
foolhardy. 


The faithful stewards of the manifold grace of God are the people who 
have said "yes" to these heavenly challenges. 


The Bible presents us with a galaxy of these good stewards who have 
said "yes" to God - men, who because they did, have become the immortals of 
Holy Writ in whom countless millions have found the way to victorious living. 


Let us look at four of these heroes as they step out to greet us from 
the pages of the Bible. 


Abraham said yes to God. He lived in Ur of the Chaldees. Archeolo- 
gists have recently discovered the remains of this ancient city. It was no 
little cluster of palm trees in the desert. Ur was a city of riches and 
culture and Abraham was no doubt one of its leading citizens. God asked 
Abraham to do the incredible, the unnecessary, the foolhardy thing. And 
Abraham said "Yes." He went out, not knowing whither he went — to a place 
that God would show him. 


Let your imagination play on the scene for a moment. Abraham was 75 
and Serai 65. It was time to settle down. They were childless. Who would 
carry on this wild experiment suggested by the voice of God, when they should 
die? 


But God was insistent and Abraham obeyed. 
Obedience was the hallmark of Abraham's greatness. 


In spite of God's fair promises that Abraham and his seed should 
become a great people, Abraham and Sarai remained childless for 25 years. 
It requires faith and patience to be a good steward. When at last Isaac 
did arrive (Abraham was 100 and Sarai 90) he was not a very promising child- 
the least promising of. the great line - but he was the only heir of the 
promise. 


Then one day God tested Abraham's faith again. He said, "Abraham, I 
want you to sacrifice Isaac on that mountain over there." What agony and 
revulsion mst have .siezed Abraham's heart. But again he said "yes." 


God was testing Abraham's faith. What a human story it was in all its 
details - trudging up the mountainside; "Father, where is the lamb?" 


One of the marks of the Bible's greatness is that its profoundest 
doctrines are couched in simple, natural stories. 


And so, Abraham becomes the father of a great race as the story unfolds. 
Jacob and his 12 sons, Joseph. The children of Israel. . 
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Have you ever noticed how the New Testament begins? "The book of the 
generation of Jesus Christ, the son of David, the son of Abraham." The Book 
of Matthew has been translated into almost 500 languages, including all the 
great languages of earth, spoken by tens of millions of people. Abraham is 
known to them all as the forerunner of their Savior. Had Abraham said "Not 
to God, we should never have heard of him. Indeed we cannot quite imagine 
what the world would be like if Abraham had not said "Yes." 


This stirring story that stems from the obedience of Abraham goes on 
when we turn to the next book — Exodus. Abraham's great grandson, Joseph, 
as Prime Minister of Egypt had brought his father and brothers dow to Egypt 
where their descendants thrived. Then there arose a king who knew not Joseph. 
He said to his courtiers, "These Hebrews are mightier than we are. Let us 
deal wisely with them, etc. and Pharoah reduced them to servitude. 


And so it is we come upon another man of Scripture who said 'tyes" when 
God asked of him the incredible. 


Then it happened to Moses! at the burning bush. Moses trumped up 
many excuses. Read them in the third and fourth chapters of Exodus. He 
made God angry, but he finally said“yes." Because he did he 


gave us the Decalogue 
gave us the Hebrew law 
laid the foundation for our Christian civilization 


It is inconceivable that the name of Moses could be omitted from any 
list of the half dozen greatest men who ever lived. 


Must pass over Joshua, David, Solomon, Elijah, Elisha, Amos, Hosea, 
Isaiah. 


Jeremiah said "yes" to God. We have to dig his story out of the long 
book that bears his name. He came from Anathoth, suburb to the north of 
Jerusalem, son of a priest. Was just a boy when God spoke to him. Jeremiah, 
too, made his excuses but finally yielded. 


Jeremiah moved freely in high government circles. Things had gone 
badly under king Manassah. Better in the days of Josiah. In cleaning up 
the temple, "the Book of the Law," probably part of the book of Deuteronomy, 
was found and ordered read to the people (621 B.C.). Compare the tone of 
Deuteronomy with the earlier sermons of Jeremiah. 


Upon Josiah's death and following the three months! reign of Jehoahaz, 
Jehoiakim, a very wicked king, ascended the throne. Under him Jeremiah was 
eventually prohibited from speaking. He dictated his sermons to Baruch. 


(Rehearse the story in Jeremiah 36 of how the king cut up and bimed 
the scrolls of his sermons and how Jeremiah dictated them again in more 
complete form) 


This is undoubtedly how we got our book of Jeremiah. How poor we had 
been without this book - had Jeremiah not said "yes" to God. 


Finally, one instance from the New Testament of a man who said "yes" 
to God. He was Paul. 


Like Abraham, Moses, Jeremiah, Paul was the son of privilege and oppor- 
tunity. Born in a great University tom, Tarsus. Learned a trade - tent- 
making — as all young men of station did. Studied to be a lawyer. When 
Tarsus could teach him no more, he went to Jerusalem to study under the 
great teacher of his day, Gamaliel 


A Pharisee of the Pharisees, to crusade against the Christians was 
just to Saul's liking. (Describe his life as a persecutor and his assenting 
to the stoning of Stephen). 


Then came the meeting with the Risen Christ on the Damascus road. 
(Develop the human interest angles of the conversion story, Ananias'! fears 
the doubts of the Christians, Paul's preaching in Damascus, and his escape) 


In Paul, Christ called the man he needed to do what none of the original 
twelve could do - interpret Christ to the whole world. 


What if Paul had not said "Yes", We should have had no book of Romans, 
no I Cor. 13, no Galatians. Histcry reveals that the book of Galatians was 
the spark that set off the Lutheran Reformation and the’ Wesleyan Revival. 

It is the world's basic document of freedom of religion which is man's basic 
freedom. We should never have had some of the great verses of triumph from 
Paul's pen (quote some of them - "for me to live is Christ", etc) 


Paul is the most resourceful and influential layman the Christian Church 
has ever seen, perhaps the greatest man who ever subscribed to the world 
program of Jesus. Suppose he had said "No." 


in the tenth chapter of Mark, there is a story of a man who did say "No" 
or at least he acted out such a response to the invitation of Christ to do 
the incredible. This rich young man was also an honorable and law-abiding 
chap. Jesus, we read, looking upon him, loved him. 


We don't know who he was and we never will. His name has not gone 
ringing down the centuries like the names of Abraham, Moses, Jeremiah, Paul 
for he said "No" to God's call. 


That young man represents a great host of people in our churches - as 
this young man must have been in the synogogue. They don't cheat in business, 
curse God, neglect their family, break any of the commandments. But they 
say "No" when God puts the great challenge up to them. 


Saturday Morning, July 8 

Subject: "THREE THINGS I BELIEVE ABOUT GOD" 
Speaker: Dr. Samuel Macaulay Lindsay 
Scripture: John 1):8-10 


A man's character is determined by his conception of God. 


While it is true that heathen people make heathen gods, it is equally 
true that heathen gods make heathen people. 


Philip said to Jesus: "Show us the Father." Jesus replied: "He that 
hath seen Me hath seen the Father." 


Henry Ward Beecher spoke for all of us when he said: "When I say ‘Jesus! 
I think God, and when I think God I say 'Jesus!." 


As Christians, we interpret God in terms of the character and teachings 
of Jesus. Jesus taught three things about God. 


1. God knows. 
"But even the very hairs of your head are numbered." 
"Are not five sparrows sold for two farthings and not one of them is for- 
gotten before God?" 


It is our conviction that God knows our names and addresses and that He 
is familiar with our possibilities and limitations. 


2. God cares. 
"Behold the fowls of the air; for they sow not; neither do they reap, nor 
gather into barns; yet your Heavenly Father feedeth them. Are ye not much 
better than they?" --Matthew 6:26 


It is our conviction that at the heart of the universe is a personal God 
who has a concern for children, young people, sick people, poor people, and 
for them who, like lost sheep are perishing, because they have turned their 
backs on God and His love. 


3. God helps. 
Jesus taught His disciples to pray. In the Lord's prayer, He said: "Think 
first of the three things God wants." 
ae That His name be hallowed. be. That His kingdom may come. 
ce. That His will may be done. 


After praying for the things God wants, He taught us to pray for the 
three things people always need: 
ae Daily bread b. Daily forgiveness 
c. Daily guidance 


It is our conviction that God hears and answers prayer. How does He 
answer prayer for us? 
a. Through awakening our sleeping b. Through inspiring others to 
brain cells and showing us how help us. 
we can help ourselves. 
ce Through coming into our lives and 
solving our problems in a way that 
seems to be miraculous. 


Blessed indeed is the man who has entered into the school of Christ and 
has learned that God is love and that He is always doing for us everything 
that love finds it possible to do. 10 


Saturday Evening, July 8 
Subject: "STEWARDSHIP - Patches or a New Garment?" 
Speaker: Dr. William F. Davison 


Reviewing his ministry for stewardship emphasis a pastor is apt tobe 
reminded of Jesus! words - "Nobody sews new cloth on a threadbare garment." 
The danger is that stewardship may be a new patch on the old garment of 
Mammon." 


The doctrine of the universal priesthood of all believers and of every 
vocation as God's calling was at the very center of the Reformation. I 
believe that no teaching of stewardship is complete without that emphasis. 
It is charged that this doctrine has been tried and found wanting. Some 
theologians tell us that it is unrealistic about man and his world. 


Other objections cite the difficulty of such an understanding of a man's 
work in the hugeness and impersonality of the present day system. Most 
pastors have had people who wanted to talk about such difficulties in their 
jobs and were very skeptical about any possibility of thinking of their job 
as a Christian vocation. 


These objections have to be reckoned with. The theologians are right 
that some have attempted to resolve the conflict by shutting their eyes to 
the inevitable conflict between the ideal and the real, and claiming divine 
sanction for systems and procedures which are to their advantage. And it 
is true that many are working in situations that deny the Christian ideal 
and where they feel that there is little that they can do about it. But to 
give up the idea that stewardship is of one's working time as well as of 
one's money and leisure time is to surrender to the secularization of life 
as religion is encapsuled as a thing apart. 


There are evidences that young people are trying to find what Dr. Miller 
has called the "satisfactory job", one worthy to be called a Christian 
vocation. The overwhelming number of applications to medical schools is one. 
The increased interest in teaching is another. There has never been a larger 
number of applicants to seminaries and divinity schools. 


We may be glad for these evidences of vocational concern, but at the 
same time experience some alarm at its indication. Have we interpreted 
stewardship of life in a job too exclusively in terms of full time Christian 
service or social service activities? How shall the business and professional 
and political life of our country be leavened? 


First I would suggest that all our teaching and preaching challenge the 
widespread notion that stewardship is one thing and social progress another. 


The vocational guidance of the church should offer youth a challenge to 
Christian service in other fields as well as in "full time Christian service." 
And then our pastors and youth leaders should go along with him as he meets 
the inevitable problems of living it out. 


That means a greater interest manifested in what church members do for 
a living. I have had a rewarding experience with vocation interviews at the

midweek service. It afforded an opportunity for people to know one another 
at the level of their work, to stimulate the vision of the individual that 
he might see the significance of the seemingly insignificant role he plays 
in the sum of human experience, and to bring out the possibilities of bearing 
a Christian witness and exerting an influence on the job. 


Suppose men's clubs were to forfeit a few general inspirational talks 
by "visiting firemen" or travel films from some travel agency and get right 
down where the men live in some honest thinking and heart searching about 
this matter of being a Christian steward on the job. Men who face up to 
their responsibility as Christians in their vocations in that way are going 
to be honest in their stewardship of time and talents and money in their 
church. 


Let us resist an understanding of stewardship as what we dowith the pay 
envelope, or the time between work and going to bed, or the talents which 
are of no use on the job. That kind of stewardship will be a patch on an 
old garment. Changed lives, committed to discipleship in the day's work, can 
under the patient guidance of the Master weaver become the new fabric of the 
Kingdom of God increasingly - though never perfectly - realized in the common 
life of the community.

Sunday Evening, July 9 
Subject: "LIVING THE DOXOLOGY" 
Speaker: Dr. Denzil G. Ridout 


The most often sung verse of our Hymnology is the Doxology. 


Written by Bishop Ken, one of seven Bishops who stood trial, refusing 
to sacrifice their religious beliefs upon the order of a king. He lived 
from 1637 to 1711. The Doxology is the closing verse of a great Stewardship 
Hymn — the preceding verse being: 


Direct, control, suggest, this day, 

All I design or do or say, 

That all my powers with all their might 
In Thy sole glory may unite. 


What is the Stewardship significance of the Doxology? 


Line one tells of the Blessings which flow from God. Realize how 
these blessings can only flow through Christian Stewards. We as stewards 
are necessary for the perfecting of God's Purposes. 


; Line two tells of the need for all creatures here below to Praise God. 
This implies the whole Missionary Enterprise which in turm depends upon the 
exercise of Christian Stewardship. 


Line three speaks of the Song of Praise of the Heavenly Host. What is 
the "Anthem" of the Heavenly Host? - "Glory to God on High and on earth 
peace and goodwill among men." Peace and goodwill are only found where true 
Christian Stewardship is proclaimed and demonstrated. 


Another Hym of Praise: 
"Thank You" — through whom all blessings flow. 
"Thank you" — do creatures here below. 


"Thank you" — says Heavenly Host above. 
Ye Stewards of God's Eternal Love. 
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Monday Afternoon, July 10 
Subject: "Pot of Gold" 
Speaker: Mrs. Howard G. Colwell 


What is in the Pot of Gold at the end of the rainbow (symbolizing 
the Stewardship Advance) which gives hope for the future, the continuing 
advance through Stewardship? 


1. JOY -— There is no spiritual deadness but an evident spiritual 
awareness and aliveness in a person who is conscious of being a 
Christian steward.

2. GROWTH - We have learned the measuring sticks of Christian 
Stewardship. How do we measure up with a year ago when the Advance 
started? What comes first on our must lists. How do the three Ts 
rank in our budget schedules of Time, Talent, Treasure? Have we 
learned the value of stillness, to relieve high pressure and perilous 
strain? Have we learned to find time for the best things, to give 

our best to the highest values, to place our treasure where it brings 
in the highest dividends? Surely evident valuable growth as Christian 
stewards can be found in the Pot of Gold! 


3. UNFINISHED BUSINESS - Recognizing our responsibility as Christian 
stewards, the fact that we are trusted stewards makes us conscious 

of much unfinished business in the Pot of Gold which requires a con- 
tinuing discipleship. Always there is need for Christian homes open 
for fellowship — the stewardship of hospitality; need for costly gifts 
and offerings ~ the stewardship of money," coined personality"; need 
for men and women with an Hour - the stewardship of time; need for 
folks who have sons and daughters - the stewardship of the family; 
need for people with a message to share — the stewardship of the 
Gospel. Unfinished business, requiring the utmost devotion of Christe 
ian stewards! This we find in the Pot of Gold.

TESTED METHODS IN STEWARDSHIP 
Dr. Denzil G. Ridout 


The following is a general outline of the extensive ground covered 
by Dr. Ridout in his presentation. Each section was adequately 
illustrated by testimonies and literature received in response to 

a special request sent by Dr. Ridout to over 100 churches of 28 
denominations in the United States and Canada and based upon steward- 
ship experience in city, town and rural churches. 


STEWARDSHIP SALESMANSHIP 


Plans that have been tried and tested. 


FIVE BASIC FACTS: 
1. Complete Confidence in the Firm and the Product. 


The Producer of that which we have to present is the Divine Creator 
Himself. 


2. Strategic Centres for the promotion of the product. These centres must 
have a spirit of loyalty and enthusiasm. 


The centres through which this wonderful product known as Christian 
Stewardship is to be promoted are the local churches and basic to 
success is loyalty to and enthusiasm for the plans and purposes of 
our Lord and Master. 


3 In many branches of a business a variety of goods is handled. Each product 
must have its rightful place and be given adequate sales promotion. 


The promotion or "selling" of Stewardship is a normal part of 
Christian leadership - not something to be dragged in. 

Those who give Stewardship leadership are not aware of doing some- 
thing "exceptional". 


lh. We must really know our product for what it is! Its construction - 
its size, etc. 


While Christian Stewardship is related to the Stewardship of Money, 
it has an all-round meaning - including all of life, especially 
Time, Abilities, and Material Possessions. 


5. We must know our product for what it accomplishes - 
especially in our own experience where this is possible. 


Stewardship not only makes possible blessings for others, but also 
brings spiritual growth and joy to the Stewards themselves. 


IN SALESMANSHIP OF ANY PRODUCT -— WHETHER TANGIBLE OR INTANGIBLE -— WHETHER 
GOODS OR IDEAS - FIND AT LEAST FOUR MAJOR REQUIREMENTS. 
These are related to the Promotion of Christian Stewardship.

ESSENTIAL TOs: 


A. 


Get a good list of prospects - potential customers. 
Preliminary survey must be undertaken. 
Survey as to potential in time, abilities, possessions. 


Must not take for granted all is known that should be known of 
our constituency. 


A church-centered stewardship plan is best. 
In unified plan information must be given regularly. 
Must have a worthy objective. 


This not only applies to material possessions but also to time 
and talents. 


Important to have a Unified Budget which should be carefully 
prepared and appealingly worded. 


The tithe has proved a most satisfactory plan for the stewardship 
of money. 


The tithing plan always results in worthier objectives being reached. 
Plan a "Sales" Campaign with organized approach for prospect. 
Sales force must be well organized - know interests of prospects. 


Well trained —- know giving capacity of prospects - in time, talent 
and treasure. 


Well equipped — know probable objections of prospects. 


The organization of a good committee and adequate lay cooperation 
is essential. 


Personal work by enthusiastic well-trained Christian steward will 
insure success. 


THE THIRD REQUIREMENT: The successful demonstration of our product and the 
closing of the sale, the securing of a commitment to purchase or invest, and 
a willingness to pay for such goods or services. 


This considered the real test of Salesmanship. 


This is an area where stewardship salesmen often fail. 


ESSENTIAL TO:

Plan and conduct a thorough canvass or visitation. 
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Tested Methods in Stewardship - 


1. Go right to the prospect. 
2. Have prospects bring pledges to the church. 
3. Have prospects pledge in church following special message. 
h. Solicit prospects by mail order plan. 
5. Weeknight supper meetings for membership and taking of pledges. 
B. Special days valuable.

Every Member Sharing Day 
C. Imperative canvassers pledge themselves. 
D. Type of pledge card important whether for pledging time (one hour

THE FOURTH REQUIREMENT: carefully following through the "sale" or pledge 
to make sure the consequence is adequate for a Christian steward.

A. Have training courses for those who have pledged their time and 
their talents. 


B. Duplex envelope or other methods systematic presentation of their 
gifts. 


C. An appreciative acknowledgment of services rendered for gifts 
made from time to time.

Program of Stewardship for a Church in 
TOWN AND COUNTRY 
Dr. Mark Rich 


I. Stewardship of Money 


The Every Member Enlistment, providing opportunity for regular giving 
is a tested method for all churches where members have cash incomes. 


In a sample study of 10 rural churches only about one-quarter practiced 
this plan. The extension of the Every Member Enlistment into many more 
churches is imperative. 


The Lord's Acre Plan adopted by an increasing number of churches is 
commended for its adherence to a Biblical conception of man's stewardship 
obligation, for its practical value as a means of local property improve- 
ment and missionary outreach and for its favorable spiritual fruitage. 


Commended is the policy of the church which makes an annual enlistment 
which gives opportunity to (1) make cash pledges, (2) to become a tither or 
proportionate giver, and (3) to make a Lord's Acre pledge. 

II. Stewardship of Time, Talent and Occupation 

The local church may include in its program of stewardship an emphasis 
on the importance of stewardship of time, talent and occupation. In promoting 
this plan the following are recommended: 


A“survey or listing of all members with an indication of the abilities 
and interests of each. 


An analysis of the services to be rendered in all departments of the 
church, in the church at large, and in the community. 


Through a committee, the encouragement of each member to give that form 
of service for which he is best fitted. 
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Town and Country Workshop -2 


Others may go further by (1) encouraging leaders in community activities 
to dedicate themselves to such service as Christians, and (2) direct all 
members to ask, "What does it mean to be a Christian in my occupation or 
profession?" 


An example of this kind of action is found in the Emerald Grove, Congre- 
gational Church in Wisconsin which led a group in determining "What Does It 
Mean to be a Christian Dairy Farmer?" 


III. Stewardship of Land (Productive Resources) 


To establish a right relationship to God's created world is one signi- 
ficant aspect of a program of Christian stewardship. God did create the 
universe and all the resources by which man lives. These are a gift of God 
to man, to all men, to men in all generations. Therefore it is man's duty 
-tto dress it and to keep it," as a steward to use these blessings construct- 
. ively. 


The church in town and country may do three things to further the 
practice of stewardship of natural resources. 


1. Teach and inform its members the basic teachings on this subject; 
teachings such as are found in Genesis 2:15 and in many other parts of the 
Bible. Other helps are found in such statements as the Eleventh Commandment 
by Lowderwilk and the interfaith statement Man's Relation to Land. 


2. Worship. By observing such days as Rural Life Sunday and Harvest 
Festival in which special emphasis is placed upon God's goodness in providing 
abundantly and in man's obligation for gratitude and stewardship. 


3. Encouraging Conservation Practices. By encouraging farmers to adopt 
practices that will bring about not only good production, but which will 
preserve the resources and maintain themselves for the pleasure and sustenance 
of others, now and in the future. Those in other occupations may be led to 
search out that way of holding and using property which will express their 
stewardship. 


Program of Stewardship for 
STATE AND CITY COMMITTEES 
Dr. Paul H. Conrad 


Only two sessions were devoted to the promotional aspects of the 
continuing Advance in 1950-51. Chief points of discussion were: A logical 
plan of systematic visitation by Stewardship Department staff persons to 
minimize travel and increase efficiency of work with state and city com- 
mittees, field clinics, college and seminary lecture series and leadership 
training conferences. The group discussed and made suggestions for the new 
Turnover Charts to be ready in the fall for use in the Every Member Enlistment.

The first of three project periods was devoted to the presentation 
of interdenominational stewardship cooperation, with especial reference to 
the new National Council of the Churches of Christ in the U. S. A., to be or- 
ganized next November in Cleveland, Ohio. This is not an organic union of 
denominations, but, rather, a uniting of agencies representing twenty-five 
denominations and 27,000,000 church members. The following agencies are 
uniting:

Mrs. Charles Marstaller, National Spiritual Life Chairman, reported on 
the methods of publicity she uses. 


V. We can learn much from the publicity methods of other denominations: 


Miss Marie Sievert of the Department of Stewardship and Finance of the 
American Lutheran Church described and illustrated some of its methods. 


3. Sharing Stewardship with other lands 


Miss Mary Butler, a missionary from Nicaragua and Senorita Hilda 
Abella of Cuba were the speakers in the project period, Monday, July 10. 
The people of the churches are trying to comprehend the meaning of steward- 
ship. Both churches and people must become self-supporting. Helpful 
materials on Christian stewardship in the Spanish language would aid greatly. 
Stewardship is gaining in popularity. 


Senorita Abella mentioned the six provinces of Cuba in two of which 
are 12 pastors who have come from Baracoa, her own town. Four of her cousins 
are ministers. She described a series of retreats held in her country where 
Christian Stewardship was among the subjects studied. She, herself, helped 
to plan one of these retreats. Later the young people took tests and re- 
ceived credits on the material presented. The Baptists, including Southern 
Baptists, are the strongest denomination. 


Senorita Abella is an English teacher in her home town of Baracoa. 
About three hundred pupils of all ages attend the school where she and 
ten other teachers try to give them a knowledge of the English language. 
She also finds time to put her teaching art to use in her church. She 
has filled many posts of service, including Church Treasurer, President 
of the World Wide Guild, Superintendent of the Sunday School, Sunday 
School teacher and Delegate to the District Baracoa Baptist Federation. 
Her emphasis in all this work has been on young people. 26 


PANEL DISCUSSION, Monday morning, July 10 
Subject: "Conserving the gains of the Stewardship Advance 


Participants in the Panel: Dr. William F. Davison, Chairman 
Mrs. Howard G. Colwell, Elsie P. Kappen, Mrs. Charles A. Marstaller, Dr. Mark 
Rich, Dr. Francis C. Stifler, Worth D. Wright 


Dr. Davison opened the discussion by saying, "The Stewardship Advance was 
not an end in itself but lifted stewardship to higher planes of understanding 
and challenge. Our task now is to bild these higher levels of activity in 
our churches. This is fundamentally a stewardship task. 


The members of the panel spoke to this statement. Mr. Wright presented 
the point of view of the laymen, speaking of their confusion as to their part 
in the stewardship program. He said they were waiting for instructions. 


Dr. Rich introduced the subject of the Every Member Enlistment. 


Dr. Stifler emphasized the need for well-trained visitors and original 
creative ideas. He spoke of the importance of educating Sunday school children 
to meet their responsibilities. 


Mr. Wright said that there is an expectancy of some new angle each year - 
a "what next" attitude. Laymen feel that evangelism is the responsibility of 
members. Stressed value of initial instruction of each member at time of 
conversion. 


Miss Kappen said: Discipleship Sharing Plan helps. It is spiritual; 
the product of young people looking out on the world objectively. Launched 
in relation to the Stewardship Advance, this year, it will be pushed further. 
Miss Jean Beck is giving a year of service on a subsistence basis as National 
Interne. She will visit churches and help young people set up the plan. She 
will also speak at state conventions. 


The question of the two denominational special offerings was raised. Dr. 
Davison said that people increasingly are saying: "I don't put all my tithe 
in because there are special appeals during the year. 


Mrs. Marstaller cited the Love Gift as a successful over-and-above gift. 
Asked if the denominational special offerings would be credited toward the 
Love Gift. 


Mrs. Colwell replied that the Love Gift goes into the Unified Budget, 
while the special offerings are over-and—above the Unified Budget. She added 
that some states reserving some of the funds for their own work before sending 
their contribution to the Unified Budget, rather than sending in all collected 
funds and receiving from the Unified Budget their percentage, jeopardized the 
other states and cities in the "family" budget. She explained the special 
offerings as an attempt to supply the needs of the national societies that 
the limited budget will not provide. 


Someone spoke of the tendency in the churches to have a single budget 
as detrimental.

Panel Discussion, continued -2 


Dr. Davison raised the question of the effect of the two denominational 
special offerings on the subscriptions to the Every Member Fnlistment. 


Dr. Stifler mentioned that the Stewardship Advance laid emphasis upon 
tithing. That might be a solution. 


Someone offered the suggestion that children be trained to give. 


Mr. Lowther, a delegate from the Stewardship Committee of the New York 
State Baptist Missionary Convention, told of a workshop for laymen in that 
state that is getting fine results. Suggested local churches might try the 
plan. 


Mr. Wright again spoke of the confusion laymen are feeling. He mentioned 
the fact that quotas adopted in April were supposed to care for the budget. 
Now special offerings are added. Stewardship has become the raising of money. 


Dr. Davison responded that the Stewardship Committee is trying to en- 
courage systematic commitment of Time, Talents and Treasure. 


Dr. Stifler suggested that the Laymen's Council might make advance 
preparation another year to solve the problem of how to meet the budget. 


Dr. Conrad asked Miss Kappen to speak about the Sharing Plan for young 
people. She explained the plan in detail: 


Over~all purpose of Sharing Plan is three-fold: 


1. Get young people to understand Discipleship Sharing Plan. 
2. Distribute responsibility in financial undertakings of local church. 
3. imcourage program of systematic proportionate giving on part of 
each young person. The program is part of annual Every Member 
Enlistment of local church. Young people feel thwarted unless church 
leaders let young people share init. It is an annual project for 
all young people, ages 12-25. 
lh. Highlights in general steps: 
a. Young people appoint a representative committee, chairman on 
church Every Member Enlistment committee. 
b. Young people accept a definite proportion, local and mission, 
as their discipleship share. 
ec. Young people use young people's teams to make pledge to church. 
d. Report to national headquarters when through with Sharing Plan. 
Chairman closely related to financial secretary in church. 
We can begin to raise a new generation of giving church members. 


Mr. Albert C. Weckle of Bethany church, Pontiac, Michigan, told how 
young people in his church were helped to pledge. 


Dr. Conrad spoke of the untouched members who are spiritually lazy, 
neglecting their share of responsibility. He said the Every Member Enlistment 
should be used to enlist the total membership, including young people. He 
told of new Every Member Fnlistment materials, including a turnover chart.

Mr. C. E. Rich of San Jose, California, spoke of the giving of his church 
and of his state. 


Someone raised the question of how the 50% of the members who gave nothing 
in support of the church could be reached. Couriers? 


Mrs. Marstaller spoke of the response of women to stewardship. She men- 
tioned the home dedication service issued by the Federal Council of Churches 
as an important and useful tool. 


Dr. Davison and Mr. Wright spoke of the value of enlisting laymen as 
couriers, using an exchange of lay leadership, and of holding conferences for 
the training of couriers for use in the Every Member Enlistment. 


Mr. Weckle of Pontiac, Michigan, recommended calling on every member, 
giving him a pledge card and urging him to help raise the budget, give time 
and talents. He suggested that church officers be sent to Green Lake next 
year e 


Dr. Stifler suggested a thorough analysis of talents of members. 


Mr. Wright urged again the absorption of new members at once into the 
active life of the church. 
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HIGHLIGHTS 


The opening session of the conference was noteworthy, Chairman Arthur 
S. Dodgson, presiding. Dr. Edwin W. Pruden, President of the American 
Baptist Convention led in the opening prayer. 


Dr. Lindsay's addresses had a deeply spiritual quality. Often there 
was a title which presented a visual and attractive symbol as, for example, 
"The Hands of Christ" or "The Garden of Life." Some remarkable statements 
were intensely "quotable," as, for instance: "Selfishness with much can do 
so little, but love with little can do so much." "Stewardship is the ex- 
tension of Christ's personality in us." 


Dr. Ridout's energy and industry in preliminary research provided a 
wealth of material for his conference on "Tested Methods in Stewardship." His 
presentation was direct and forceful. 


Dr. Rich, Dr. Stifler, Dr. Applegarth and Mr. Wright each contributed 
personality, experience, and wisdom tc the part of the program for which he 
or she was responsible. Their addresses, workshops and panel discussions 
were immensely helpful in expanding the conception of stewardship of each 
hearer. 


The music, as usual, was provided by the Northern Baptist Assembly 
Program Department and was of its customary high quality. Unusually fine 
organ recitals were provided in the afternoon by Richard Ellsasser, solos 
by Miss Adele Norman and Jim Foglesong, instrumental music by Grace Adams 
East and other outstanding artists. William Kuss led the singing effectively 
and Mrs. Ben Rrowne graciously served throughout the conference as organist 
and -pianist. 


Several visitors from other denominations added to the interest and 
inspiration of the conference. One of these was Miss Marie Sievert of the 
Department of Stewardship and Finance of the American Lutheran Church. 
Others were Dr. Denzil G. Ridout of the United Church of Canada, a faculty 
member, and Rev. C. W. Hatch of the Church of God, Vice President of the 
United Stewardship Council. A charming guest from Cuba was Senorita Hilda 
Abella, of Baracoa. Miss Mary Butler of Nicaragua and Senorita Abella spoke 
briefly on Monday afternoon, giving a picture of Baptist work in Nicaragua 
and Cuba. 


Our own denomination was represmted by such leaders as Dr. Pruden, 
Mrs. Howard G. Colwell, Past President and Dr. Reuben E. Nelson, General 
Secretary of the Convention. 


A comprehensive display of literature was available in Brayton Case 
Hall in charge of Miss Ina Burton. 


The Gallery of Religious Art opened during the conference, under the 


direction of Miss Vera Flinn, Supervisor of Art Education in the University 
City Public Schools near St. Louis, Missouri. 
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The evening address by Dr. Margaret Applegarth, "Right Here, Right Now," 
on Thursday, July 6, was indeed one of the highlights of the conference. 
As usual, Miss Applegarth's personality and humor charmed her audience. 
Beneath these attributes, her deep consecration and her broad, world-wide 
sympathies were easily discernible. 


An enjoyable feature at Green Lake is the "lobby hour," following the 
evening meal, when there is group singing and instrumental music. 


Most of those present will not soon forget the Sunday morning service, 
at which Mrs. Colwell gave her memorable address, "My Witness in My Genera- 
tion," followed by a communion service. The youth choir was under the 
competent leadership of Mrs. Hlaine Brown. 


Lakeside Vesper services were conducted for all attending the con- 
ferences meeting simultaneously. They were held in the beautiful Moore- 
Hopevale Memorial Vesper Circle. Rev. J. W. Jarman was the leader, and 
his messages were thoughtful and inspiring. Thus the modd was set for the 
evening sessions. 


Also they will remember the period of dedication on Inspiration Point, 
the pathway of light from the illuminated cross on Judson Tower shining 
across the water. Dr. Davison led in these moments of recommitment.
